According  to  Professor  Beck,  the 
arid  hills  switch  now  flank  the  river 
were  once  part  of  a monotonous 
plain,  dotted  with  swamps  and 
lakes.  Damp  loving  vegetation  flour- 
ished there  anc^.  mighty  tree*  from 
farther  north,  felled  by  storm  and 
disease,  were  borne  southward  by 
gigantic  floods  lo  rot  on  aliore  and 
float  in  the  op^n  water. 

Today,  these  trees  of  Northern 
Washington  and  what  is  now  BritL'h 
Columbia  are  .still  recognizable  to 
the  expert  In  all.  about  SO  species 
have  been  idepufli-d-  - Elms,  maples, 
oaks,  gigantic  sequoias,  sprure  and 


our  present  pride,  the  Douglas  Or. 
lie  side  by  side  with  rare  sprci metis 
of  the  Ginkgo  tree.  Regarded  as 
3aered  In  China  and  Japan  this  tree, 
which  gives  Its  name  to  the  forest, 
has  vanished  from  the  contfhenL 
But  other  members  were  of  a more 
persistent  strain  and.  today.  10, DUO. - 
000  years  later,  living  descendants 
of  90  per  cent  of  the' jletrifled  trees 
are  still  to  be  round. 

EMBEDDED  IN  BASALT 
This  forest,  unlike  most  similar 
discoveries  which  are  buried  in  tuud 
or  volcanic  ash.  is  embedded  fn  ba- 
salt It  Ls  estimated  that  there  Are 
between  5.000  and  10.000  logs  In  the 
bed.  In  explaining  this,  Professor 
fleck  recalls  the  mighty  changes 
which  have  come  over  the  earths 
surface.  For  weather  was  the  cuuae 
of  it  all.  Not  the  petty  day-to-day 
and  year-to-year  vagaries  which  try 
man  so  much  but  mighty  climactic 
changes  following  a cycle  of  cen- 
turies which  have  shaped  the  world 
as  it  now  to. 

First,  volcanic  lava  entombed  the 
logs  .sparing  them  only  because  they 
lay  in  water.  The  earth  was  scourged 
clean  of  alt  living  things  and  suc- 
ceeding eruptions  built,  up  500  feet 
of  basalt  over  the  lost  forest.  It  took 
9,000  000  years  of  rain.  frost  and 
siiow  to  break  down  thu  covering 
and  bring  the  logs  to  light  again.  * 
They  found  a changed  world.  The 
swamps  were  gone,  sage  brush  cov- 
ered the  parched  land  and  the  Co- 
lumbia River  ran  near  by  Strange 
tropical*  animals  abounded  only  to 
gwe  way  In  their  turn  to  northern 
creatures  such  as  cariboo  and  moose 
as.  over  the  centuries,  the  mass  of 
polar  Ice  advanced  and  retreated 
•crow  the  earth's  surface.

When  primitive  men  first  cause 
upon  the  petrified  logs  they  found

At  least  they  are 
logs  in  shape,  grain  and  general  ap- 
pearance. but  touch  them  and  you 
will  find  they  are  solid  stone.

\ \ HEN  Polly  Walker  was  diecov- 
W *rcd  murdered  to  a back  street 
tenement  there  eert  so  many  clue*

came  on  the  scene  The  clue*  were 
so  clear  and  many  that  he  expected 
to  catch  the  murderer  In  no  Urn  He 
little  guessed  the  difficulties  before 
him. 

A man  s overcoat  hung  aver  the 
bedroll,  and  to  Its  pockets  a bunch 
of  kef*  was  discovered.  TTve  dead 
girl's  handbag  had  not  been  opened, 
but  a gold  watch  and  a bracelet  hod 
been  taken  from  her  dressing  table 
Overturned  chairs  and  disordered 
rugs  revealed  that  the  struggle  had 
moved  from  the  kitchen  to  the  bed- 
room.

A WOODEN  LEG 

Mr*  Walker  told  how  her  daugh- 
ter had  been  "walking  oUY'  with  a 
tailor  named  Eugene  de  Vere,  who 
had  very  little  money  and  was  usu- 
ally out  of  work,  he  generally  took 
advantage  of  Mr*  Walker's  kind- 
new  to  have  meal*  at  the  house 
There  was  one  unfailing  source  of 
Identification  — de  Vere  had  'a 
wooden  left 

With  so  much  evidence  to  work 
upon.  It  wasn't  long  before  the 
police  were  on  the  track  of  Eugene 
de  Vere.  Clearly  he  had  entered  the 
house  with  a key  that  fitted  the 
door,  one  of  the  six  on  the  ring 

Another  of  the  key*  fitted  the 
door  of  his  own  lodgings  The  over- 
coat sras  discovered  to  be  hla.  and  X

Stltchrll  was  a oner  legged 
man  who  used  to  arrlve*^very  morn- 
ing, leave  his  wooden  leg  in  a pub 
and  then,  looking  more  crippled 
than  ever,  perch  himself  on  crutches 
with  a concertina  a*  hla  other  l^em 
of  nock -in- trade 

"Have  you  see  him  lately?"  Ham- 
brook  *.vk*xi  an  ex- service  man  who 
sold  matcher  near  Stltchells  pitch 
' Not  lately,”  came  the  reply.  "But 
that  * nothing  to  go  bf  Somciune 
he  disappear*  for  days  oo  end.  And 
nights,  too  I saw  a toff  walking 
along  here  one  evening  with  two 
leys,  like  you  or  I.  That  It  »u 
Btltchell  I'm  prepared  to  swear  , .
